Tho ■woU-diroeled oxortions of tho 
agfkultaristB in tho intorior of tbo 
mainland have oausod tho country to 
" bloBaom liUo a roao" and tho " cattlo 
of a thousand hills" to roam ovor rich 
paBturo rangoa that extend for milca 
and miloB on both sidOB of the Alez>< 
andria wagon^^oad. Where, less than 
half-a-dozt<n years ago, the solitude 
was unbroken save by the whoop of 
tho aavago, tiio SotI oi the prairio- 
Wolf, or tlio whirr of tho wild-fowl, 
neat larm-housos, broad fields of 
xipoiiing grain and lowing kino now 
occupy in undiHturbcd Bccuniy tho 
liiircat tract ot land in tbo Colony. 
Prom Tiiompi-on liiver to Soda Creek, 
it is ealimaieU that uouiiy IfjOO aorcn 
have beon laid down in wheat, barley

*'ratio of tour to ono. To convert tbio
